NOTES ON THE 
TOWN MEETING 


Coming up for discussion in the 
special town meeting will be three 
articles. Some pertinent facts per- 
taining to these articles are: 

Article 1. The land which the town 
proposes to sell to the Greer Co. 
is composed of a field 2.5 acres in 
extent, and some scrub land filled 
with pater pockets, about 3.0 acres 
in extent. 

Article 2. It is the understanding 
of the town that the Greer Co. will 
pay for the installation of the wa- 
ter main on Eames Street, exclu- 
sive of the cost of installing an 8 
inch main to the railroad. The actual 
main will be 10”. Money used by 
the town for this project would be 
paid back on Water rent, without 
interest. 

Aritcle 3. The cost of this pre- 
cincting cannot be estimated until

IRVING APPLEBY TO 
DEMONSTRATE NEW 
TYPE STRETCHER 


After 43 years of experience in 
rescue work, Mr. Irving Appleby, 
superintendent of Metropolitan 
beaches, bath houses and swimming 
pools, states that the stretcher which 
he has in his possession now is/the 
most sensational he has ever seen. 

This stretcher, which was invented 
by Wallace Robinson of Portland, 
Me., who never lived to see it per- 
fected is the first one of its kind 
ever to be introduced, Made of 
aluminum, if will open up like a 
pair of scissors and when closed 
slips under the patient without the 
slightest movement thus causing no 


further discomfort to ‘the injured! 


person and eliminating the possi- 
bility of further complications which 
in the past were due to unneces- 
sarv handling. Costing $17,360 to 
perfect, it weighs only 7 and one- 
half pounds so can be easily han- 
dled. During the tests taken, says 
Mr. Appleby, this stretcher held a 
man weighing over 300 pounds. It 
can be adjusted to a man over 6 
feet tall. It wili undoubtedly save 
thousands and possibly millions of 
lives which could be lost due to 
excessive movement of the patient. 

‘Mr, Appleby has been engaged to 
take this new instrument before the 
five branches of the armed services 
for demonstration on Thursday 
morning, he will fly to New York 
to display it at the Brooklyn Navy 
yard. The following Wednesday he 
will take it to 8 en ia and on 
Saturday it will be displayed by 
Mr, Appleby in Toledo, Ohio.
